Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  my  third  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Redditch  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st.  1966, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


There  has  been  a  further  population  increase,  according  to  the 
Registrar  General's  official  mid-year  estimate  from  36,620  in  1965 
to  36,780  in  1966.  The  standardised  birth  rate  at  19.93  shows  a 
crease  on  that  of  1965,  the  total  number  of  live  births  being  756 

as  against  7 77  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  14  stillbirths,  one 
more  than  in  1965# 

365  deaths  were  recorded  as  against  391  in  1965*  Diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  accounted  for  the  largest  proportion 

of  all  deaths*  There  were  8  infant  deaths  as  compared  with  10 
in  1965. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  notifications  for  measles  show  quite  a  high  figure  but 
the  number  of  cases  wa s  highest  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year 
with  an  even  higher  rate  of  notification  in  the  early  months  of 
±987®  A  biennial  epidemic  of  measles  has  been  recognised  as 
inevitable  for  many  years  but  clinical  trials  using  both  killed 
and  live  vaccine  have  given  encouraging  results.  The  incidence 
of  complications  following  measles  is  far  from  negligable,  but 
further  effort  is  needed  to  perfect  a  vaccination  schedule  which 
is  sufficiently  free  from  reactions  to  justify  general  community 
immunisation  * 


It  is  gratifying  to  report  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases 
on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  now  217  in  comparison  with  228  in  1965. 

VACCINATION  and  IMMUNISATION 


Immunisation  with  triple  combined  vaccine  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  VJiooping  Cough  together  with  oral  polio  vaccine 
continued  at  a  satisfactory  rate  but  the  vaccination  rate  against 
smallpox  remains  inadequate* 

An  infectious  disease  is  brought  under  control  only  when  a 
sufficiently  large  proportion  of  the  population  is  resistant  to 
attack*  An  immunity  of  100  per  cent  will  bring  about  complete 
eradication  of  a  disease  in  a  community,  and  this  must  continue  to 
be  our  aim* 

The  increase  in  foreign  travel,  especially  by  air,  to  and  from 
smallpox  endemic  areas  means  that  it  is  more  important  than  ever  for 
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the  population  to  be  protected  against  infection  from  travellers 
arriving  m  this  country  with  the  disease* 

FOOD  HYGIENE  —  * fHints  for  Food  Handlers” 


.A  most  important  part  of  the  work  of  a  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment  is  concerned  with  the  inspection  of  Food  Premises  and  ensuring 
that  traders  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  As  a 
contribution. to  the  furtherance  of  this  work  a  pamphlet  was  issued 
in  June  outlining  some  hints  for  all  engaged  in  the  preparation, 
handling  and  sale  of  food*  The  majority  of  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning  are  the  result  of  careless  handling  of  foodstuffs  and 
failure  to  practice  the  simple  rules  of  hygiene.  The  pamphlet 
summarised  the  essential  requirements  to  prevent  contamination  of 
food  by  disease  producing  bacteria. 

ACTION  UNDER  S.47  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 

This  section  deals  with  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  who  are  suffering  from  grave 
chronic . disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated, 
are  living  in  unsanitary  conditions  and  are  unable  to  devote  to 

themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care 
and  attention. 

Two  elder ly  people  living  in  Redditch  were  admitted  to 
hospital  under  this  section  of  the  Act  during  1966. 


In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  during  the  year, 
especially  Mr.  Champion,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Mr. 

Summer field ,  his  Deputy.  I  am  also  grateful  for  the  support  of  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee.

Waterworks  Co.  9  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  for  analysis,  which  were 
satisfactory. 

Of  the  12,083  occupied  premises  in  the  district  99»6c/>  have  a  mains  supply 
and  only  48  premises  are  using  wells.  Arrangements  were  being  made  at  the  end 
of  the  year  to  abolish  the  wells  supplying  twelve  houses  and  to  provide  mains 
supplies.  As  a  result  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  stand  pipes  have  been 
eliminated  in  the  Redditch  Urban  District.

ICE  CREAM 

One  hundred  and  eight  premises  are  registered  to  retail  ice  cream  and  of 
these  four  are  registered  to  manufacture.  During  the  year  69  inspections  were 
made  and  27  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken.  Details  of  these  samples  are  as 
follows : - 

Bacteriological  Samples 

There  are  four  provisional  grades  for  ice  cream.  Grades  1  and  2  are 
satisfactory  and  grades  3  and  4  are  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  21  samples  taken 
19  were  Grade  1  and  2  Grade  4.  An  investigation  was  carried  out  concerning  the 
two  unsatisfactory  samples  which  were  produced  in  Wolverhampton.  Subsequent 
samples  taken  from  this  source  were  Grade  1# 


Chemical  Samples 

The  minimum  chemical  standard  for  ice  cream  is  5a'  tat  and  T1/^  solids 
not  fat.  Of  the  6  samples  t  *aken  the  highest  fat  content  was  12.7^  and  the 
lowest  The  average  was  9*^$»  The  highest  solids  not  fat  was  12 •  6/4  and 

the  lowest  8.6%,  The  average  was  11,9%*  All  samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

l,l60  inspections  were  made  at  food  premises  as  compared  with  1,129  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  32  butchers  shops,  12  are  multiple  concerns.  Two  local 
butchers  use  licensed  slaughterhouses  situated  outside  the  district.  The 
remaining  butchers  buy  off  the  hook  from  wholesalers  operating  from  Stratford, 
Kidderminster  and  Bromsgrove, 

One  large  bacon  factory  with  facilities  for  handling  2,500  pigs  a  week  is 
situated  in  the  area  but  at  present  its  output  is  far  below  potential.  The 
Council  make  a  charge  of  6d  per  pig  inspected  which  produced  an  income  of 
£606.9.6  in  1966,  an  increase  of  £97.12.0  on  the  previous  year. 

A  Redditch  resident  complained  of  the  condition  of  a  pork  pie  purchased 
from  a  shop  within  the  urban  district.  The  pie  was  mouldy  and  not  of  the 
nature,  substance  and  quality  demanded*  The  case  was  taken  to  court  and  a 
fine  of  £10  imposed. 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  Market  on  Tuesdays  and  Saturdays.  A  number 
of  warnings  were  issued  to  stallholders  concerning  foodstuffs  exposed  to 
contamination.

This  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Labour  L.A. 
Circular  5.  In  addition  to  the  information  requested  in  tables  A.B. C.D.E.and 
F.  details  are  also  given  in  table  G  of  contraventions  found  and  work  done  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Of  the  296  registered  premises  190  were  inspected  during  the  year,  making 
a  total  of  295  premises  inspected  since  the  Act  came  into  operation.  There 
have  been  40  new  registrations  during  1966  and  29  registered  premises  were 
cancelled,  being  either  void  or  incorrectly  registered. 

The  number  of  premises  that  remain  to  be  dealt  with  in  19^7  is  4l.
